held yesterday at Carlow for a successor in 
parliament to the late O’Gorman-Mahon has 
nas resulted in a crushing deteat for the Par- 
nelltte candidate in the district which Mr. 
Parnell admitted was his stronghold and 
where if he was defeated he would admit he 
had nothing left to fall back upon in his 
political life. The result of the election an- 
nounced to-day was as follows: Hammond, 
the McCarthyite candidate, 3,7553; Kettle, 
parnellite, 1,539. Majority against Mr. Ket- 
tle, 2,216. 

Carlow is the smallest county in Ireland 
and contains a population of about forty-five 
thousand people, andan electorate of about 
seven thousand, of whom 1,000 are Conserva- 


tives. 

Ar. Andrew Kettle, the defunct Parnellite 
candidate, is a farmer of Dublin County, who 
has already been twice defeated at the polls. 

Mr. Hammond, the victorious McCarthyite 
candidate, isa popular merchant of Carlow, 
where for two years past he has held the 
not Chairman of the Town Commis- 

ioners. 

Speculation is rife as to Parnell’s future 
course in view of this defeat. Itis believed 
that the result will not materially change his 
plans. It has been his purpose to sall, In 
company with Mrs. Parnell, for America to 
assist the contingent of his forces who have 
deen endeavoring to raise funds for his cause, 
and it is thought that his original intention 
will be carried out despite the blow of the 
Carlow election. Parnell is a man of many 
resources, and his next move will be anx- 
jously awaited by the opposing faction. 

Victory was confidently counted upon by 
the McCarthyites, but their hopes have been 
more than realized.

ENGLISH PARLIAMENT. 


QUESTIONING THE POLITICAL SECRETARY OF 
THE FOREIGN OFFICE. 

LONDON, July 8.—Sir James Fergusson, Po- 
litical Secretary ofthe Foreign Office in the 
House of Commons, replying to a question 
addressed tu the Government by Mr. Henry 
Labouchere, said that communications had 
passed between Her Majesty’s Government 
and the Government of France in regard to 
the maintenance of the status quo in the 
Mediterranean Sea, but, he added, they were 
communications which were not suitable for 
public discussion. 

When questioned as to whether the Italian 
Government was aware that an entente be- 
tween Her Majesty’s Foreign Secretary anda 
foreign Government, and not communicated 
to Parliaments was only binding upon the 
Minister who comes into the entente, Sir 
James Fergusson replied that he had no doubt 
that Italy was well acquainted with the 
English constitution. 

To this Mr. Labouchere retorted with the 
question: ‘‘Am I to understand that the 
entente between Italy and England has been 
communicated to France?’’ Sir James Fer- 
gusson replied: ‘‘No, you must not under- 
stand more than what I said.’’

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


ARABIA MAY BE LOST TO THE TURKS~—THE-CZAR 
MAY VISIT PARIS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 8.—The Sultan is in 
a fair way to lose all Arabia. The Wahadees, 
who had been dormant for a number of 
years, have joined the insurgents and 
threaten todrive the Turks into the sea. 
The Wahabees are fanatical fighters and 
neither ask nor give quarter. They havea 
iong score of wrongs toavenge upon the 
Turks, and could find no better opportunity 
than the present. The Sultan’s advisers ap- 
preciate the gravity of the situation, but are 
paralyzed through want of the money 
needed to equip an effective army. Mean- 
while the insurgents of Yemen have organ- 
ized a separate government.

THAT CLOSED SA. 

VicToriA, British Columbia, June 8.—In re- 
ply to the telegram of May 30, protesting 
against the closing of Behring Sea this sea- 
son, the Board of Trade has received a re- 
ply from the Colonial office in which the fol- 
lowing occurs: ‘‘As the total cessation of 
sealing in Behring Sea will greatly 
enhance the value of the pro- 
duce of the coast fishery, Her Majesty’s 
Government does {not anticipate that 
British sealers will suffer to any great 
extent by their exclusion from Behring Sea. 
The Government is prepared, however, to 
consider cases which establish a direct loss 
sustained by any British subject through the 
enforcement of the prohibition of sealing in 
Behring Sea. 

PROTEST AGAINST SPANISH MISRULE. 

SAN Francisco, July 8.—Nanpie, Chief of 
Ponape, in the Caroline Islands, has arrived 
on the steamer Australia from Honolulu. He 
comes, it is said to appeal to President Har- 
rison on behalf of his people who are 
threatened with ruin by Spanish soldiers. He 
says his people endured the brutality of the 
Spanish as long as they were able. It is un 
derstood he has sent strong letters to Wash- 
ington urging the Government to dispatch a 
man- of- war to his island to protect the prop- 
erty of Americans and to insist upon fair 
dealing by the Spaniards toward the natives. 


MRS. POTTER PALMER. 

Paris, July 8.—Mrs. Potter Palmer of Chi 
cago was to-day granted a private audience 
with Madame Carnot, wife of the President 
of the French Republic. To-morrow evening, 
by special invitation, Mr. and Mrs. Palmer 
will occupy the President’s box at the opera. 
The French press refers at length and most 
favorably to Mrs. Palmer’s Ladies’ World's 
Fair Committee, which was recently organ- 
ized here. It is Mrs. Palmer’s intention to 
promote the formation of a similar committee 
in London, where Princess Christian of 
Schleswig Holstein has promised her aid in 
the work. 


THE CZAR MAY VISIT PARIS. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, July §.—High officials near 
to the ofthe Czar are said to believe 
that the Russian autocrat contemplates visit- 
ing Paris during the coming autumn. Should 
the Ozar journey to the French capital he 
will be accompanied by the Czarina and 
Czarewitch. The impression is that the Czar 
will convey his decision in the matter to 
Admiral Gervais upon the occasion of the of- 
ficial reception in honor of the French squad- 
ron, which is now on its way to Cronstadt. 


SPAIN’S POLICY. 

Maprip, July 8.—In a speech in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies Premier Canovas Del Castillo 
says that nations like Spain ought to pursue 
only a policy aiming to maintain the status 
quo. They should not enter into e ments 
with other powers. He desired, he said, to 
increase Spain’s feet and to strengthen her 
fortifications, but only for the purpose of de- 
fense. Spain’s foreign relations were .

TREATMENT OF TUBERCULOSIS.

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LOCK UP THE WHEAT 


Gigantic Scheme to Control the World’s 
Markets. 


PROPOSED-COMBINATION OF THE FARM- 
ERS OF AMERICA. 


Plans of Alliance Leaders to Withhold 
This Year’s Crop and Force Up Prices 
—A Scheme Suggestive of the Evils of 
a Great Strike — How It Is to Be 
Tested. 


Curcaco, III., July 8.—The Farmers’ Alli- 
ance and through that body organized 
farming interests representing a confeder- 
ated membership of nearly six million men 
are about to undertake the work of regulat- 
ing the price of wheat to suit the notions of 
the producers as to what is the right figure 
they should receive for their crops. In other 
words, they are about to make a concerted 
effort to corner the wheat markets of the 
country and establish prices to suit them 
selves. Within a day or two there 
will be sent to every member of the 
Farmers’ Alliance through accredited official 
channels a communication having almost 
the relative force of an order for a general 
strike among the 2,000,000 men in the 
labor organizations, It calls upon every Alli- 
an@e man to hold back his wheat and to call 
upon his friends and neighbors tojact with 
him in so doing, the point being made and 
@laborated upon ata great length that the 
wants of European countries this year will 
be so great that they will be obliged and 
willing to take our surplus and pay any price 
that the holders may elect to charge. Con- 
centrated action on this line will be similar 
to a strike, but with this difference as defined 
in the official document: |

A GIGANTIC SCHEME. 

Farmers throughout the country have been 
working upto this back-action strike idea 
for years and it is engrafted in all their plat- 
forms as a cardinal principle ofall their or- 
ganizations, but this is the first time it has 
been tried on ina big way. The Alliance 18 
to sound the keynote and the other farmers’ 
organizations, with their combined member- 
ship of 5,700,000, are expected to fall in line 
and influence producers who are not members 
to the same line of action.

THREE BULLETS SENT IN RETURN FOR 
A BLOW. 


A Jersey Woman Shoots the Terror of the 
Community—Last Chapter in the Life 
ofa Mexican Desperado—The Work of 
Train Wreckers—Criminal Events in 
Brief. 


CHICAGO, July 8.— Charles Eastley, a col - 
ored cook at the Washington Park stables, 
shot and killed William Darrell, an employe 
of the Swigert stable. The men quarreled 
at the table, and Darrell finally struck 
the cook in the face, Mad with rage, 
Eastley ran into the kitchen, seized a 
revolver and without a word pointed it at 
Darrell and fired. The bullet struck Darrell 
in the right stoulder. 

For God's sake don’t shoot, exclaimed 
the wounded man. Don't shoot, Charley; I 
did not mean anything.’’ 

„I'u teach you to hit de nex man, re- 
plied the infuriated cook as he pulled the 
trigger again and sent a bullet into his vic- 
tim’s stomach. 

Darrell screamed with pain and fear and as 
he turned to run the blood flowed from 
his mouth and nose. He staggered 
asheturned and even as he was falling 
Eastley shot again and the third bullet 
struck Darrell behind the right shoulder 
blade. He plunged forward on his face and 
did not speak again. Eastley was locked up. 


A JERSEY WOMAN’S PLUCK. 


SHE SHOT A NEIGHBOR WHO WAS TERRORIZING 
THE VILLAGE. 


NEw YorK, July 8.—Thomas Lynch has 
always been regarded as avery undesirable 
member of the community of Ridgewgod, N. 
J. He is a peaceful enough citizen when 
sober, but when liquor gets the best of him 
heisamadman. He has been arrested often 
for assaulting his neighbors but nearly every 
time he got off with a few days’ imprison- 
ment. Lately it has been Lynch’s boast that 
no one dared to arrest him. The climax 
came on Monday when he attempted to kill 
several women on the outskirts of the 
village. 

Lynch had passed two weeks in jail at 
Paterson, where he shad gone on a spree. 
This was only a few daysago. On Monday 
afternoon he got drunk. At 4 o’clock he 
reeled into the yard of Isaac Wall’s house on 
Pleasant avenue. Mr. Wallis the Justice of 
the Peace at Ridgewood and was not at home 
to protect his family. Mrs. Wall was sitting 
on the back porch when Lynch came round 
and demanded something to feat. She is a 
plucky woman, and she ordered him away. 
Lynch responded with threats and oaths. 

One ofthe children meantime fan across 
the avenue and brought John Kidd, an old 
man, to his mother’s rescue. Lynch did not 
pay any attention to Kidd, who did not feel 
inclined to tackle him. Then, at Mrs. 
Wall’s bidding, her young son, Willie, ran 
up stairs and brought down arevolver. He 
slipped it into his mother’s pocket as she 
stood on the porch. Lynch raised his armto 
strike her. Mrs. Wall did not flinch, but had 
the revolver out of her pocket in an instant. 
Lynch walked away. He went out through 
the front gate brandishing a little pen-Knife, 
and went directly across the road to where 
Mrs. Harriet Goodenough lived. 

The men of Mrs. Goodenough’s family were 
away and with her inthe house there were 
only a young woman from New York and her 
38-year-old grandson, ill in bed with the 
measles, Lynch walked into the cellar where 
the dog was barking at him. He cut the rope 
which held the dog and nearly choked it to 
death. Then he climbed upthe cellar stairs 
shouting and cursing. The door at the top of 
the stairs was shut and Lynch cried to the 
women toopen it. Histhreats to kill them 
made their blood run cold and panic-stricken 
they ran from the house just as he burst open 
the door. Mrs. Goodenough’s visitor snatched 
the little boy from his bed and ran over to 
Mr. Kidd’s house, while Mrs. Goodenough 
ran in the direction of Mr. Wall’s house. 
Lynch was out of the house and after her the 
next moment. He held his knife in his hand 
and he shouted after the fleeing woman that 
he would cut her heart out. ai 

Almost ina faint Mrs. Goodenough arrived 
at Mrs. Wall’s front door. Mrs. Wall pulled 
her in and locked the door. Lynch was at the 
door a minute later acting like a madman. 
Finding that he could not getin at the door 
he went to the side of the house and threw 
open the blinds of the Day window which 
opened from the dining-room. He started to 
climb in over the sill when he caught sight of 
the shining barrel of Mrs. Wall’s pistol while 
Mrs. Wall herself stood behind it. He was 
not daunted. With the knife still in his 
hand he struggled to get in through the win- 
dow. Now lam going to shoot. said the 
woman, and she did. She wished not to kill 
Lynch, but only to wound him. The bullet 
lodged in his right shoulder. He dropped 
from the sill with a shout and ran out in the 
yard. Old Mr. Kidd tackled then. Lynch 
lunged out with his heavy boot a kick at 
Kidd and Kidd caught his foot and threw 
him down.

ACTION OF THE CONFERENCE HELD IN 
BALTIMORE. 


Effect of the Ozar’s Persecution of Russian 
Jews~—The Crime of the Century—A Dit-

Judaism. 


BALTIMORE, Md., July 8.—The Council of 
the Union ot American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions met yesterday in the hall of the Young 
Men's Hebrew Association. With but one or 
two exceptions the rabbis of the Central 
Conference remained in Baltimore to attend 
the council’s session. 

Dr. Joseph Silberman of .N ew York intro- 
duced a resolution requesting that the com- 
mittee be Minstructed to co-operate with the 
trustees of the Baron Hirsch fund and other 
organizations that shall have undertaken 
to aid Russian Israelites who have 
immigrated to this country in their 
request for employment and instruction 
so they may become self-supporting and 
fitted for citizenship in the United States. 
That the ex-committee be further instructed 
to take such steps af will lead to the forma- 
tion of local committees for securing remun- 
erative work for such immigrants, and for 
instructing them in American methods of 
labor. Such committees are to communicate 
with the proper society or committee at the 
seaboard with a view to the transportation of 
those skilled in a particular mechanical pur- 
suit, agriculture or other labor, to ‘such 
places where employment is to be found. 

Mr. Israel Kahn of Chicago moved to refer 
the matter to a special committee of seven. 
This was carried, but a motion was after- 
ward made by Mr. Moritz Doth to reconsider 
and refer it to the committee which Is to take 
charge of the report of the Board of Del- 
egates On Civil and Religious Rights ana 
kindred matters. Mr. Kahn made a vigor- 
ous opposition to this procedure, in which 
he criticised the Board of Civil and Religious 
Rights, saying that they had done nothing 
of consequence, and he wanted the matter to 
go to a committee which would keep it alive 
instead of putting it to sleep. He said that 
there were not more than two or three mem- 
bers of the board present. 

MR. WOLF GROWS WARM. 

Mr. Simon Wolf, ex-Consul to Egypt, who 
is chairman of the board, told Mr. Kahn that 
he did not know what he had been talking 
about, as the report of the board had already 
been presented and would show what work 
had been done. He thought it came with 
poor grace from Mr. Kahn to criticise the 
work when Mr. Kahn himself wanted to be 
chairman of the committee of seven. He 
would say, however, that he had done more 
for Judaism and its progress than had been 
done by Mr. Kahn together with all his an- 
cestore before him or would be done by all 
his progenitors. 

Points of order were called, but Mr. Wolf 
said he and his board had been attacked and 
he had a right to reply. ' 

When he had finished Mr. Kahn attempted 
to reply, but President Strouse would allow 
no more talk on the subject. The matter was 
finally settled by referring the resolution to 
the committee on civil and religious rights, 
which committee will consider the board’s 
report. It was also ordered that all matters 
bearing on the same subject shall go to that 
committee. The following cablegram was 
sent Baron Hirsch: 

The Union of American Hebrew Congregations in 
session e to you their great pride that you 
have put such a noble example of broad humanitar- 
ianisin to all the world.

THE EXCITING TRIP OF THE EAGLE UP 
THE OBION RIVER. 


bouts, Give Them a Taste of the Ku- 
Klux—One Negro Disappears—The In- 
vasion of Cairo—An Exciting Experi- 
ence. : 


The steamboat Eagle got back to port this 
morning from the Tennessee River, after the 
most eventful trip in its history. 80 full of 
incident was it that the boat when she re- 
turned to-day had not one man of the crew she 
started out with, and had also been obliged 
to get rid of its mate to save the vessel from 
a mutiny which would have been destructive 
to property and would doubtless not have 
been quelled without loss of life. 

The Eagle is owned by the St. Louis & Cape 
Girardeau Tie Co., and on this last trip was 
commanded by Capt. Henry Leyhe. The first 
mate was L. 8. Davis and the second mate 
John D. Porter. The boat had a heavy trip 
before it, and as usual the roustabouts down 
on the levee heard that the Captain needed 
men badly, and wouldn't go on the boat with - 
out a promise of higher wages than 
the sums that the boats are noq paying. 
Capt. Leyhe had to do the best he Could, and 
managed, after considerable difficulty, 
to get the thirty -five men he 
wanted by offering unusual. concessions 
in the way of light work and good food. As it 
was, the crowd that stood on the forward 
deck when the boat swung up her stage and 
pulled out from the wharfboat 
was a turbulent and rather 
dangerous one, men who had deen loafing 
around the town drinkfng bad whisky for 
weeks and had, for various reasons, become 
anxious to get away from the city and 
reach some place where they were not 

so wellknown. The first mate had several 
quarrels with the men while the boat was 
being loaded, and just after she started he 
got intoa fight with one man and whipped 
him badly. 

GOT RID OF THE MATE. 

The other men began to make threats 
against him and Capt. Leyhejthoughtit the 
wisest plan to get rid of the mate, who was 
not at allaverse toa fight every half hour, if 
the roustabouts wanted it. Sohe was put 
ashore at Carondelet, and the boat continued 
its trip without incident past Cairo to the 
Obion River, and up that stream 
a short distance to Tiger Tail, a settlement at 
the junction of the Obion and the Gorkadeer 
Rivers. There are a score of houses 
at Tiger Tail, a Post office and 
two or three stores. The people are 
quiet and peace-loving, and they don’t like 
fighting. The Eagle tied up to the banks 
there and began toload the barges she was 
towing with lumber. After two or three 
days ofthe work the roustabouts got tired 
of the monotomy and began to fight. 

A VIGILANCE COMMITTEE. 

Several of them were discharged by Capt. 
Leyhe, who feared they would demoralize 
the rest of the men, and were paid off and 
put ashore. They made the little town hum 
while their money lasted, andthe people of 
the place didn’t like it. The roustabouts 
were standing on the bank near the Eagle 
one evening, when three or four ofthe Tiger 
Tail men sauntered up. 

Jou fellows want to go across the river 
to-night, don’t you?’’ said one of the Ten- 
nesseeans

**We are going back to Cairo on that boat.’’ 

„We've got a boat down here a piece, 
said the Tiger Tail spokesman, ‘‘and we 
Want you men to jump in right now. And we 
don’t want no foolishness, either.’’ 

MAROONED THE RUFFIANS. 

All of the Tiger Tail men had pistols stuck 
in their waistbands, and the roustabouts 
took a look at their faces and saw they meant 
business. Without aword more they went 
down to the boat pointed out by the man who 
had spoken and gotin. Twoof the Tiger 
Tail Citizens’ Committee followed them and 
sat in the stern. 

Pick up those oars and pull the boat 
across the river,’’ said one of the escort to 
the roustabouts. None of them moved, and 
a pistol was leveled at the crowdina jiffy by 
the man who had given the order. 

ou are not in St. Louis now. More of 
you will get holes through you if you don’t 
do what I tell you, said he. 

The roustabouts were thoroughly cowed 
and pulled the boat over as fast as they 
could. 

A PLOT TO ROB. 

When they got on the other side one of 
them came up to the two Tennesseeans. 
Boss, he said, ‘‘I’m broke and my wife 
lives in St. Louis.. If you’ll help me along 
with haifa dollar I'll tell you something 
about that crowd on the boat 
that you'd like to know. One of the 
men gave him the money. He then gave the 
names of two men on the Eagle, who, he 
said, had plotted to rob the post-office that 
night.

‘**Send them up tothe Post-office this even- 
ing, and we will watch it, letting them think 
that only the Postmaster is there,’’ said one 
of the Tiger Tail citizens. 

SAW THE KU KLUX, 

Capt. Leyhe gave the two mena blank let- 
ter to mail and started them for the Post- 
office after supper. The men of Tiger Tail 
had evidently made up their minds to make 
the name of the town a terrible one to roust- 
abouts all along the river. An hour 
after the two had set out, Capt.

RUSSIAN CROPS. 


Spring Wheat Promises a Good Yield— 
Devastating Gophers. 


Moscow, July 8.—Official reports from the 
province of Taurida show that spring wheat 
promises a good harvest, which will compen- 
sate for the deficient yield of the winter crop. 
In the Government of Nishni-Novgorod the 
wheat is improving, owing to beneficial 
rains. In the Charkov and Poltaw Districts, 
copious rains have fallen and they have pro 
duced average crops of wheat, oats and bar- 
ley, which are in excellent condition, 


DESTYOYED BY GOPHERS. ; 

Tacoma, Wash., July 8.—Wheat crop fs in 
danger of being destroyed by gophers and 
squirrels. For several days wheat buyers 
have been receiving advices that for five or 
six days these animals have been appearing 
in large numbers in the Big Bend and Palouse 
Districts. In some instances not less than 10 
to 20 per cent of large fields of grain has 
already been devasta Arsenic poisoning 
spread over the fie mixed with grain is 
killing large numbers of the rodents. If the 
devastation continues it is estimated that not 
less than 17,000,000 bushels of grain will be de- 
stroyed.

Persistent Efforts of a Firebug to Burn 
the Dorris. Row. 


THE INCENDIARY SEEN LOWERING HIM- 
SELF FROM THE ROOF. 


The Department Had Not Unhitched on 
Their Return From the First Fire When 
the Second Alarm Came In—All the 
Gas Turned On—The Fires Distinct— 


Other Blazes. 


Two fires started within thirty-five minutes 
of each other last night in the building 1101 
Olive street and the firemen and Salvage 
Corps men are both most firm in their con- 
viction that they were of incendiary origin. 
The building is on the northeast corner 
of Eleventh and Olive streets 
and is part of the property 
known as the Dorris Row. The Haskell En- 
graving Co. occupy the ground floor. A. 
Kuhlo & Co., machinists, being located on the 
second floor and the st. Louis Surgical In- 
strument Co. on the third or top floor, At 9:36 
o’clock last night an alarm was turned in 
from box 68, at Eleventh and Locust streets, 
by some one who discovered that the build- 
ing was on fire. The Salvage Corps aod No. 
6Engine Co. arrived in a few minutes and 
found a box of rubbishin the hall of the 
rear of the second floor ablaze. This 
box is immediately under two coal ofl lamps 
which hang from the door leading to the hall. 
Some of the Salvage Corps men say that they 
thought there was some oil in the rubbish. 
The flames were extinguished before the 
lamp broke or it would probably have been 
impossible to have saved the building. As it 
was there was not more than $25 damage done. 
THE SECOND ALARM. 
Just as the Fire Department and Salvage 
Corps got back to their respective houses and 
were unhitching their teams and putting 
things away another alarm came in from the 
same box. Back they hastened to find that 
the same building was again ablaze, 
only this time the flames were break- 
ing out of the front of the building 
through the attic windows above the third 
floor. It was found that rubbish was also 
burning there and that the fire was of a more 
serious character than the first. The men of 
No. 6 Company, however, soon extinguished 
it with chemical engines, while the Salvage 
Corps hands once more covered the goods 
in the building. The second blaze burned the 
rafters of the roof considerably, however, 
before the flames were downed and it will 
take $100 or more to cover the loss occasioned 
by the second blaze. 
AN INCENDIARY’S WORK. 

Evans of the Salvage Corps says 
there is no doubt of the fires be- 
ing of incendiary origin and his men 
hold the same opinion. They say that where 
the fire started in the first place on the sec 
ond floor was one of the most dangerous

two coal oli lamps, and ifthe flames had not 
been detected so quickly these lamps would 
have exploded and the whole structure would 
have gone. Besides they think that they 
smelied oil in the rubbish. After putting 
out the fire, the Salvage Corps men say, they 
barred the door of the building with 
a board so no one could enter 
it. When they went back the 
second time, they found the fire had broken 
out in an entiréfy new place inthe building, 
and the men say they saw a man standing on 
the roof of the rear end extension of the 
store, which is only one story high. A borad 
reached from the roof to the second story, 
and the Salvage Corps now believe that the 
incendiary, finding his first attempt to de- 
stroy the building unsuccessful and being 
unable to force the door into the building 
a second time owing tothe board being 
placed against it from the inside, climbed 
up on the roof of the one-story portion of the 
building in the rear, and by placing a board 
up to the second- story window effected an 
entrance. He then set fre tothe building in 
the attic. There is a hole in the brick wall of 
the attic which affords an opening to the at- 
tie of the building which adjoins on the 
west, so that ifthe fire got good headway it 
would probably have spread to the adjoining 
building. 
TURNED ON THE GAS. 

Another very suspicious circumstance re- 
ported by the Salvage Corps men is their 
statement that when they went to the first 
fire they found the gas jet on the first floor 
burning low. while all the others on the floor 
were unlit, but were turned on full force, and 
the windows were closed. They say they had 
evidently not been turned on long, or the room 
would have become filled with gas and 
the flame of the burning jet would have ig- 
nited itand there would have been an explo- 
sion which would have wrecked the building. 
The St. Louis Surgical Instrument Co, people, 
who occupy the third floor, state that they 
left one gas jet burning low when they de- 
parted from the building last night, but they 
are quite certain that all the other jets were 
turned off. Mr. Kuhlo left the building about 
7:15 last evening, he says, and nobody 
was in it at that time and no 
man sleeps there. The members of No. 6 Fire 
Co. say that according to custom they went 
all over the building after the first fire to see 
if there was anything burning and there was 
not. At that time there were no signs of a 
fire in the attie, where it broke out the second 
time. 

THE INCENDIARY’S ESCAPE. 

Capt. Evans says when his men saw the 
man on the rearroof when they arrived in 
response to the second alarm they thought he 
was probably a fireman and paid no atten- 
tion to him, as they were in a hurry 
at the time to spread their 
covers. Aft@ward,when they saw the board 
from the rearroof to the second-story win- 
dow, showing that the building had evidently 
been entered that way, it dawned on them 
that the man was probably an incendiary, but 
inthe meantime he had disappeared. None of 
the men appear tohave paid enough atten- 
tion to him at the time to be able to 
give any description of him. Capt. Evans 
also says that the awning on the adjoining 
building is bent where the fellow swung him.- 
self down from it. There is no clew to the 
indentity of the incendiary. 

The fires did no damage to the stock of any 
of the tenants, and the damage to the build 
ing will not exceed $125 or $150. The building 
is owned by the Dorris heirs, 


Incendiaries Have a Preliminary. 


The preliminary hearing of the case against 
Frank Busbee and James Hatch, who are 
charged with incendiarism, is being con- 


ducted this afternoon In Luxemburg before 
Justice Sappington. Busbee and Hatch were 
arrested last Friday on suspicion of havin 
set fire to Joseph Krauder’s home in St. Louis 
County. near Ivory Station, on the Iron 
Mountain Railway. 


Cause Unknown.

PRINCE GEORGE OF GREECE 


Sailed for Europe From New York—The 
Servia’s Passengers. 

NEw YORK, July 8.—Prince George of Greece 
and his party on their return to this city last 
night after their unsuccessful attempt to get 
to Europe onthe Cunard Linésteamer Ser- 
via, secured passage on the Inman Line 
steamer City of New York, and sailed On her 
at 7 o’clock this morning.

The officers of the company informed the 
passengers that if they wished they could re- 
main here or be forwarded to Boston, in 
either case at the company’s expense, and 
sail on the first steamer leaving these ports. 
If they chose the money paid for their 
tickets on the Servia would be refunded and 
they could then sail by another line. A very 
large number of Americans who sailed on the 
Servia for a summer trip to Europe have 
abandoned their purpose and will return 
home.

Euclid Council, Royal Arcanum, Has ‘a 
Peculiar Case on Hand. 


TRUSTEES TRY TO COLLECT AN ACCOUNT 
FROM EX-COLLECTOR CLARK. 


Mr. Olark’s Counsel Says the Claim Is 
Absurd and Tells the Royal Arcanum 
to Go Ahead and Sue—Counsel Em- 
ployed by the Officers ofthe Lodge— 
Both Sides Talk. 


There is trouble in Euclid Council, Royal 
Arcanum, which threatens to result in a 
civil suit. All this, itis claimed by officers of 
the council, is due tothe fact that the ex- 
Collector, Mr. Charles T. Clark, late pur- 
chasing agent of the City Supply Depart- 
ment, carried non-paying members on the 
rolls without reporting them for suspension 
from the lodge. In this way, it is claimed, 
the council was deprived of some $900, and 
the officers are now trying to compel the ex- 
Collector to pay in that sum out of his own 
resources. Matters have gone so far that the 
Regent, Dr. J. C. Nidelet, Mr. Walton and 
other officers of the council have em- 
ployed Attorney Walter F. Me- 
Entire to collect the money amicably 
if possible, and if not to enter a civil action 
against Mr. Clark. Mr. Clark, on the other 
hand, insists that he does not owe the coun- 
ell a penny and has secured counsel in the 


person of City Counselor William C. 
Marshall to defend him should 
the council out its threat 


carry 
to enter suit. It is claimed by Mr. Clark’s 
friends that there were members who would 
not pay and that the officers of the lodge 


knew that they were in arrears, but 
yet did not drop them off 
the rolls. They gO further and 


say that instead of Mr. Clark owing the 
council a cent the council is in his debt, by 
reason of his having paid money out of his 
own pocket to save the council from suspen- 
sion. 

ATTORNEY M’ ENTIRE EXPLAINS. 

Mr. McEntire, the attorney for the council, 
Was seen this morning and questioned con- 
cerning the reported trouble in Euclid Coun- 
cil. He said that it all came about by the 
overhauling of the books. The officers of the 
council had told him that there was some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $1,000 due 
the organization, which they thought 
should be paid by the late 
Collector. ‘‘Astatement was presented to 
me, he continued, and 1 have turned this 
over to Mr. Marshall, whois representing Mr. 
Clark. My instructions are to take the mat- 
ter into court, if itis not speedily adjusted. 
As yet Ihave received no reply from Mr. 
Marshall. 

MR. CLARK 's SIDE. 

City Counselor Marshall was seen next and 
asked what answer Mr. Clark would giveto 
the demand of the Council. ‘‘Mr. Clark,’’ he 
said, does not owe that council a soll- 
tary cent and he will not 
pay a cent. If he did 
nobody in the city would meet the obligation 
sooner than he would. If they want to sue 
just let them go ahead. Mr. Clark was the 
Collector of that Council and hada difficult 
time collecting dues and assessments 


from some of the members. What 
he collected was duly turned 
over to the officers and receipted for. They 


audited his books every six months and knew

AFTER $400,000,000. 
Claims Presented by the Heirs of Robert 
Edwards, 


WasnINGToN, D. C., July 8,—It is reportea 
that within the most valuable district of the 
city of New York there isa scope of sixty 
acresof land which belongs by all right and 
justice to the heirs of one Robert Edwards, 
who made a lease of the property for ninety- 
nine years in his time, which it is said was 
about the year 1700. Also that the ground 
upon which stands the city of Troy, N. v., 
belonged tothe same Edwards and should 
revert to his descendants. 

Upon the call of Bernard Chancellor, Esq., 
of Baltimore, Who is himself an active claim- 
ant, as many as forty ladies and gentlemen, 
each and all looking forward to obtaining a 
slice of the 3400, 000, 000 claim, met in the ladies’ 
parior ofthe National Hotel in this city for 
the purpose of arranging some system to ob- 
tain the end sought. Whether all are de- 
scendants of Robert Edwards there was 
nothing to show. No similarity of appear- 
ance, dress or characteristics prevailed, but 
all wore an earnest, inquiring look. Most of 
them came from Maryland and Virginia. 

These family claimants met at 11 o’clock 
and were called together by Bernard Chan- 
cellor, who said that some of those present 
he knew and some he did not know, but he 
welcomed them all. Dr. C. W. Chancellor of 
Baltimore was made chairman and thanked 
those present for conferring upon him the 
honor of presiding over a meeting represent- 
ing a $400,000,000 estate. 

T. W. Worsley of Leesburg, Va., was chosen 
Secretary; Mr. Edwards of West Point, Va., 
Vice-President, and W. H. H. Raleigh of 
Maryland, Assistant Secretary. Mr. Chandler 
made a motion, which carried, whereby all 
present were made to enroll their name and 
through what relationship they were claim- 
ants or who they represented. He stated that 
they were present to work together to help 
one another in establishing the claim to the 
Robert Edwards estate. He wanted every- 
body who had a claim ora right to claim to 
be present. It was proposed at this juncture 
to have a Committee on Credentials, but 
there were objections and the family was 
considerably divided. 

Mr. Slater of Virginia said he represented 
some seventy-five Claimants and he did not 
want himself or them excluded by a commit- 
tee or by a motion such as Mr. Chancellor 
had succeeded in passing, as he hadj no 
sealed authority from those he repre- 
sented. 

Judge Fuller of New York, who is attorney 
for the Louisville, Illinois and Canadian 
claimants, numbering 200 or more, then ad- 
dressed the gathering. He said that he had 
showed that other plans were not as prac- 
tical as what he had suggested. He had dis- 
covered a jealousy amongthose managing 
the case, which was all wrong. One would 
conceal things from the other. He urged 
jhat it was a common cause, The result had 
been that all papers among the New York at- 
torneys had been placed in his hands. He 
stated that it had been an ef- 
fort for fifteen years to see who 
the heirs were, which was all wrong. They 
first should find out if there was an estate 
and then if it had been leased ninety-nine 
years by one Robert Edwards to the Brit- 
ish Crown, Ogden or others. The lease, he 
claimed, was valuable, because it would 
show a property description and it would be 
presumptive evidence that if Edwards made 
it he had something to lease. 

The meeting will continue this afternoon.

In view of the 
statements already made the rude gallows 
with its possibilities of horrors promises to 
become a thing of the past. 


PENNY BREAKFAST PHILANTHROPY. 

The remarkable statement is made in an 
English magazine that hundreds of thous- 
ands of English children tramp wearily to 
school every morning without breakfast, 
and with no prospect of getting a dinner. 
The assertion is not a bit of rhetoric intro- 
duced to re-enforce a Socialistic harangue, 
but occurs in a grave discussion ol a seri- 
ous problem. 

It has been discovered by the British 
public that the brain can not be filled 
while the stomach remains empty. It is 
surprising that British School Boards were 
obliged to wait until theirown experience 
had taught them what common sense has 
always held as not needing the sanction of 
experience. Now that they are acquainted 
with the fact, however, strenuous efforts 
are being made to correct the evil by 
means of free breakfasts and dinners. 
Thousands of children are prepared by 
penny breakfasts every morning for an 
elementary course in mind culture. 

Of course, the good people who are con- 
tributing thus liberally toward the cause 
of sound education are deserving of praise 
for their good intentions, but it is ques- 
tionable whether their work does not be- 
gin at the wrongend. The best way to 
reduce pauperism at the bottom of society 
is to abolish it at the top. As long as the 
royalty and aristocracy of England are 
supported inluxury by the workers, the 
proletariat must also be supported on 
penny breakfasts. It is to be expected 
that if these penny breakfast children are 
given the right sort of an education they 
will not permit the continuance of a sys- 
tem which breeds paupers at both ends of 
the social scale. From this point of view 
the free meal benevolence of the English 
philanthropists is altogether commend- 
able. 


SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


The bounty clause in the tariff bill pro- 
viding for alargess to sugar-growers in 
lieu of an import duty has brought to 
light some features of paternalism which 
while certainly not unexpected will be use- 
fulas object lessons for those who never 
get beyond the 
economic education. 

The maple sugar agriculturists of New 
England, the object of ex-Senator Ep- 
MUNDs’ fatherly solicitude, are displaying 
commendable business-like activity in fil- 
ing applications for the necessary licenses 
which will enable them to draw the bounty 
awarded them. It appears, however, that 
the small men will not get mueh out of it 
owing tothe low price prevailing in the 
maple sugar market. As in all other 
cases the benefit comes around sooner 
or later to the great producers who 
carry on operations on a large scale. A 
similar condition is found among the 
Louisiana sugar planters. There seems to 
be little doubt that the country has encour- 
aged the planting of sugar cane, and that 
large quantities of hitherto useless land 
have been brought into cultivation. But 
here, too, the smaller men, destitute of 
capital, are unable to hold their own in 
manufacture against the wealthy planters 
who have large capital at their command. 
The bounty will be collected by those who 
do not’ need encouragement. True, the 
small farmers will have a good market for 
their cane, and will so far feel 
the effects of legislative encour- 
agement, but nobody who has watched 
the course of economic development 
in this country will believe that the small 
plantations will not be very soon absorbed 
by the rich planters. The bounty system 
is less vicious than the system of indirect 
encouragement afforded by import duties. 
It is less vicious only because its workings 
can be more easily watched. In its actual 
results it has no better claim for approval 
than the protective tariff. Besides—what 
is still more elementary than the fore- 
going—if the New England maple sugar 
growers and the Louisiana planters are to 
be paid for raising sugar, there is no good 
reason why the Western wheat farmer 
should not be paid for raising wheat. The 
Alliance demands are strictly in line with 
the Republican policy.

Witnesses Talk of the New York Method 
of Execution. 


GOV. HILL SAYS 1HE SYSTEM HAS COME 
TO STAY. 


Working Up Sentiment in Favor of Re- 
pealing the Law—One of the Physicians 
Describs the Autopsies—Proof That the 
Death in Each Case Was Instanta- 
neous. 


New York, July 8.—Many of the persons 
who witnessed the executions are in this city 
to-day. They were called upon for informa- 
tion regarding the executions, but as they 
are bound to secrecy ,they were Very reticent. 
Some interesting facts and opin- 
ions were elicited, however. Dr. 
A. D, Rockwell characterized 
electric death as being far more humane than 
hanging and said that in noneof the hang- 
ings he had witnessed did the men suffer as 
little as the murderers who sat in the death 
chair yesterday. All four died instantly and 
painlessly, only exhibiting the gathering 
rigidity which marked the work of the cur- 
rent. Dr. Rockwell denies that any burning 
was apparent. He said all of the condemned 
men were docile, submitting without demon- 
stration totheir death, : 

Dr. Daniels said that but for his promis 
not to talk he could tell a startling tale. He 
admitted that, as in Kemmler’s case, it was 
necessary to shock the victims twice. He 
said the doctors carried away portions of the 
victims’ bodies for examination. 

One physician, whose name may not be 
mentioned, said he never saw anything so 
neatly done. It reminded him of a little 
family party as they sat in the room there. 

Dr. L. P. Cortellyou said he attended the 
test in the interest of science and his mind 
was made up, if he found any cruelty in 
the infliction of the death penalty by elec- 
tricity, to lay a complaint before the proper 
State authorities and endeavor to have the 
law repealed. Death in every instance had 
been absolutely painless and instantaneous, 
he believed. Two shocks were administered 
simply as a matter of precaution. Dr. R. H. 
Southwick said that the experiments were 
highly successful, and he feels satisfied now 
that electrical executions have come to stay. 
Dr. Franklin Townsend said the executions 
were perfectly successful. 

Gov. Hill has arrived in town. In reply to 
a question regarding the executions at Sing 
Sing, the Governor said: ‘‘This system of 
electrical execution has come to stay. Ire- 
ceived an official notice from Warden Brown 
merely saying that the executions had taken 
place successfully andi know nothing more 
about them than what Ihave learned from 
the newspapers. 


BURYING THE DEAD. 


HOW THE BODIES OF THE MURDERERS WILL BE 
DISPOSED OF. 

SinGc SinG, N. V., July 8.—Everything 
around the big gray States prison, where 
Jos. Wood, Harry Smiler, James Slocum and 
Shubya Jugiro, the four murder- 
ers, were yesterday killed in the death 
chair, has resumed its wonted 
aspect. Thesteep hill at the side of the 
prison where the crowds yesterday awaited 
the news of the execution is to-day deserted. 
The bodies of the four murder- 
ers will be buried at 
o’clock this afternoon. No service 
will be held in the prison or at the grave and 
the bodies will be buried in quicklime. It 
was understood that some one would claim 
Smiler’s body and give it a private burial, 
but thus far to-day no one has called for it. 

Warden Brown returned from Newburgh 
this morning. He had been reading the 
morning newspapers and had not failed to 
note some of the caustic comments upon his 
official conduct of the executions. He said to 
areporter that he had carried out the law 
carefully and to his own satisfaction. It was 
his duty to rigidly obey the law and he had 
done so. 

No one will be allowed to be present at the 
burial of the four murderers, except the of- 
cials designated for that duty. Two convicts 
died yesterday. They will be buried at 
the same time as the four men who have just 
been executed. Slocum, Jugiro, Wood and 
Smiler’s bodies will be buried perfectly nude 
in quicklime in a plain box. Quicklime will 
also be spread under the box and over the 
box, so that everything will soon be de- 
stroyed. 


THE AUTOPSIES. 


STATEMENT MADE BY ONE OF THE PHYSICIANS 
WHO WERE PRESENT. 

NEW YORK, July 8.—Everybody expected 
that Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald would wield 
the lancet during the autopsy on the Sing 
Sing murderers, but when the medical men 
assembled inthe little room adjoining the 
death chamber, where the bodies of the four 
murderers lay on the slate slabs,it was found 
that Dr. Van Glesen of Greenpoint, a nephew 
of A. P. Van Glesen, had been deputed to 
perform that funcfion,assisted by Dr. Frank- 
lin Thompson, Jr. 

Other physicians present were Dr. Samuel 
B. Ward of Albany, Dr. L. V. Cortelyu® of 
Brooklyn, Prof. Laudy, Dr. Daniels and Dr. 
Allison of Auburn. After a brief discussion 
it was decided to operate on the Japanese, 
Jugiro, first. In accordance with this plan, 
the operating table, suchas is used in dis- 
secting rooms, was wheeled on its rubber 
castors into the center of the room, 

The autopsy then proceeded as follows, the 
words of the narration. of which are given 
exactly asthey fell from the lips of one of 
the physicians in attendance, whose name is 
withheld at his request: 

We selected the Japanese first, he said, 
because of his physical development. He 
was as remarkably built a man as I ever saw. 
A triangular cut was made directly over the 
breast bone. The heart and lungs were then 
removed, afterwards the stomach, liver, 
kidneys and bladder. Both lungs and the 
heart were filled with venous blood. The 
color of allthe organs,as we doctors say, 
was perfect. 

The flulds in the body were thinner than 
before death, showingthe rapid disintegra- 
tion caused by the passage of the current. 
There were no marks or burns on any of the 
men, and they were all possessed of remark- 
ably fine physiques, while their internal or- 
gans were not diseased in any way. The 
Japanese would really adorn any anatomical 
museum, A significant fact was that his 
brain was of more than the average size and 
normal, This proved conclusively that any 
talk as to his insanity was the veriest bosh. 
As soon as the autopsy on his body had been 
concluded the organs were replaced and- the 
triangular aperture closed, as indeed was 
done with each of the others. 

„The second man examined was Smiler. 
His relatives were waiting to claim the body, 
Nothing extraordinary was discovered ex- 
cept that his left lung had several tubercules 
which might have troubled him in later 
years had he lived. Wood and Slocum fol- 
lowed with the result of showing as in the 
others, perfect internal organs. 

1 have performed many autopsies, but 
neversaw one done under more favorable 
circumstances. You see that practically the 
men were almost the same as though they 
had been cut up alive, death came so instant- 
ly. The average man has not a stomach 
which is healthy, but Jugiro’s was wonder- 
fully so. The absence of marks or burns 
is explained by the careful way 
in which the electrodes were applied. 
Usually a blister is found which is caused 
by the moisture in the sponge whic power, bet 
steam and scalding the person. I would 
to say that I never saw an

WARDEN BROWN’S COURSE CONDEMNED—OPPO- 
. SITION TO THE LAW. 

NEW Lokk, July 8. The morning papers of 
this city, in commenting to-day upon the 
electrical executions at Sing Sing yesterday, 
which they generally regard as successful, 
take occasion to vigorously attack Warden 
Brown for his extraordinary and wholly un- 
necessary as well as futile plans to prevent 
the newspapers from getting news of the ex- 
ecutions. The placing of armed s out- 
side the prison walls, referred to as a dead 
line,“ is condemned as authority arbitrarily 
assumed, 

The Sun says this morning that it and every 
other real newspaper in the State openly and 
deliberately Violated. that section of the 
electrocutiog law which forbids the pub- 
lication of the, detalls of an execu- 
tion. This provision, it says, is a disgrace to 
the civilization of which we are proud. It is 
against publie policy, it is impossible to en- 
force, and it is defied and will continue to be 
defied by every self-respecting newspaper in 
New York on every such occasion. The law 
defies a higher law, namely the Constitution, 
which decreés.that ‘‘No law shall be passed 
torestrain or abridge the liberty of speech or 
the press.’’ But the press has another duty 
to perform. It must bring about the repeal 
of this unconstitutional provision. To that 
end it should devote its utmost energies at 
the next election. Without regard to per- 
sonal or partisan considerations, it should 
support for the Legislature and for responsi- 
ble executive posts only such candidates as 
are distinctly committed against this pre- 
posterous press law. 

The paper declares its readiness to engage 
itself to support any Republican candidate 
who shall promise to vote or work next 
winter for the repeal of the law.

Trial on the Indictments Postponed Until 
Next August. 


CHICAGO, July 8.—Judge Collins, Lawyers 
Runnells and Burry, for Gibson, and State’s 
Attorney Longnecker met in Branch 1 of the 
Criminal Court at 9 o’clock this morning, and 
the result of the meeting was that a final 
decision on the Gibson indictments was post- 
poned until the August term.

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PERILS OF THE SEA. 


Tempestuous Voyage of Steamer Lake 
Superior. 


THREE DAYS AND NIGHTS IN A FEAR- 
FUL HUBRICANE. 


Five Men Injured in a Railway Collision— 
The Result of a Telegraph Operator’s 
Blunder-Two Men Drowned—Raising 
the Utopia—Killed by Lightning—Cas- 
ualties. 


MONTREAL, July 8.—The steamship Lake 
Superior, Capt. Stewart, from Liverpool 
Friday, June 26, got into port yesterday after 
noon. Her passage was one of the most 
eventful and unfortunate that has been ex- 
perienced by any steamer coming to Mon- 
treal for some years. Although no fatalities 
occurred, the fact that at least one man 
has been mained for life and that about 150 
men and women emigrants have been put 
ashore with no clothing to call their own 
makes the case an extremely sad one. The 
Lake Superior came through a frightful hur- 
ricane, which even in the dead of winter 
has not often been surpassed in violence. 

On Saturday afternoon a southeasterly gale 
sprung up and increasedin fury as the hours 
went on until Sunday at 8 a. m., it was blow- 
ing a terrible hurricane. The sea was tre- 
mendous and not a soul dared venture out 
of their state-room. The waves washed over 
the decks sweeping every loose article over- 
board. The cargo of coal shifted twice in 
the mids: of the storm and the boat listed 
badly amid the cries of the frightened pas- 
sengers. Some of the latter belonging to the 
saloon who have crossed the ocean as often 
as thirty times declared that they considered 
the chances of getting safely through as very 
small. A cattleman named Cyrus Gracie had 
his leg broken by the shifting of the cargo, 

A heavy sea struck the ship tearing open a 
port and hundreds of tons of water rushed 
into the hold. The water was with difficulty 
baled outand the ship saved. The damage 
caused by the hurricane was frightful. The 
passengers lost nearly all their belongings, 
the steerage passengers especially suffering 
severely. The hurricane lasted for nearly 
three days. 


FIVE MEN INJURED. 


RAILROAD COLLISION CAUSED BY THE BLUNDER 
OF A TELEGRAPH OPERATOR. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 8.—Two freight trains 
on the Cleveland, Canton & Southern Rail- 
road Co.collided near Newburg at 8:30 o’clock 
this morning and a number of cars were 
smashed into Kindling wood. Five men were 
badly hurt. Peter Hammer, one of the con- 
ductors, had a leg broken and was injured so 
badly about the head that he may not re- 
cover. Ed Royer,a brakeman, had one leg 
broken and sustained internal injuries from 
which he cannot recover. Dave Brown, an 
engineer,and two other men were badly hurt. 
The accident was due to the mistake of a 
telegraph operator, who gave both conduc- 
tors orders to go ahead with their train. 


KILLED BY A BICYCLE. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Rev. Wm. A. Schu- 
bert, a retired Episcopalian minister, 60 years 
of ge, was accidently killed last night by a 
little boy named James Gaut. The old 
gentleman, who was quite feeble, was cross- 
ing the street near his home and the boy was 
riding on a bicycle. Just as he neared Dr. 
Schubert the bicycle struck a stone and the 
boy was thrown with great force against Dr. 
Schubert, who fell heavily to the asphalt 
pavement. He was carried to his home and 
died shortly afterward. 


RAISING THE UTOPIA. 
GIBRALTAR, July 8.—The Anchor Line 
steamer Utopia, which was sunk on the night 
of March 17 last by running upon the spur of 
the British tronclad Anson, as a result of 
which accident nearly 600 Italian emigrants 
lost their lives, was raised to-day by means 
of cofferdams on a superstructure of timber 
built from the ship’s sides to the surface and 
forming an immense tank. This tank was 
lined with strong canvas, and was 310 feet in 
length. Six powerful centrifugal pumps ex- 
hausted the water in the tank which, with 
the vessel ascending inside of it, was dragged 
to shoreward and was eventually rested 
upon the beach. 


KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 8.—A special from 
Michigan City, Ind., says: Karl M. Sarpenter 
was instantly killed by lightning early yes- 
terday morning, while in the same bed with 
his wife and chila, neither of whom was in- 
jured in the least. 


FOUR MEN DROWNED. 

GALVESTON, Tex., July 8.—Robert Franko 
vich, Frank Miltovitch, Peter Straugle and J. 
Speech were drowned during the gale Sun- 
day night near North Point. The above were 
all well-known Italians who have been con- 
nected with the fish trade in this city for a 
number of years. 


A FATAL FALL. 
LEBANON, Mo., June 8.—Henry Caufield, a 
young man 21 years old, living about eight 
miles from here, died to-day.

THE SALTON LAKE, 


Explorers Claim to Have Discovered the 
Source of the Water. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., July 8.—Mr. Carter, who 
was sent out with a party of explorers to find 
the source of Salton Lake’s supply of water, 
has made the following report to the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Co. : 

Th 


s Water leaves the Colorado River at a point 
eight miles from El Rio and flows through several 
channels trom four to six feet deep and from 1 
to sixty feet wide. It flows westward along the san 
hills on the ime of the old overland stage at this 
station, making a stream pa penne wide and more 
and having a velocity of four es an hour - 
ing. It was too deep to get the depth, but old 
slough at this point was formerly twenty feet deep. 
This is about thirty-five miles from the river. We 
followed the stream two miles further in the direc- 
tion of the Indian wells. The water is all the way 
from half a mile to two miies wide and from two to 
four feet deep, having a velocity of. two miles an 
hour. The n channel ae *s Well 

on to Alamo Mucho, makings distance of 

miles from the Colorado River. This is the point 
where it enters the desert for Salton. The only way 
to reach this point is over the sand hills. This settles 
the question of the water supply conclusively.

In the 
meantime the settlement of all questions to 
which the consent of the Alton would be nec- 
essary were it still a member, is being held in 
ubeyance and only the less important busi- 
ness of the meeting is being disposed of. 


IOWA JOINT RATES. 

Cnicaco, July 8.—A local paper says: The 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern will 
appeal to the United States courts from the 
decision rendered several days ago by the 
Iowa Supreme Court: which sustains the legal- 
ity of the Iowa joint rates. It will be re- 
membered that the Iowa Legislature and 
Raflroad Commissioners established a dis- 
tance freight tariff, and later joint rates on 
two or more roads by making the through 
rates equal to 80 per cent of the locals. The 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern secured 
an injunction, holding that the State author- 
ities having once established ‘reasonable’ 
rates, had noright to scale the tariffs 20 per 
cent lower. The Iowa Supreme Court has 
now dissolved this injunction. Pending ap- 
peal tothe United States courts the Iowa 
roads have not yet decided whether or not 
they will put into effect the objectionable 
joint rates.“ 


THE EGAN TRIAL. 

ST. Paul., Minn., July 8.—The trial of John

is $4.50 under the regular Chicago-St. Paul 
rate. It is reported here that the Kansas 
City will admit the sale of the 5,000 tickets, 
but attempts to escape on the technicality 
that the tickets were limited and therefore 
could be sold at a reduced rate.

Harris of Cincinnati, totry and collect the 
insurance. Barns was going to Cinctanatt 
about this time and Mrs. Harris 
commissioned him to pack up 
her furniture and have it shipped 
to St. Louis, giving hima note to this effect 
This he construed as though it were a power 
of attorney, and while there entered intog 
contract with Edward F. Harris, whereby the 
trusteeship was transferred to him. He also, 
it is claimed collected of Samuel G. Harris 3 
of insurance which the latter had ob. 
tained through his personal influence. The 
circumstances of the fre were such that the 
company, it is said, would not pay 
the regular policy.

Giately before his death, which occurred in 
November, 1886, he was persuaded to assign 
his benefit certificate for $2,000 in the A. 0. 
U. W. to his brother, Edward F. Harris, to 
be held in trust for his wife, 
Nina, and his son, Samuel, By the 
articles of the agreement the money 
was to be invested in real estate for their 
benefit. After his death Edward Harris per- 
suaded the widow to allow him the use of 
$1,000 of the trust money in order to keep 
up the publishing company. The money 
was spent supposedly in the purchase 
of books from the Historical Publishing Co, 
of Philadelphia: Shortly after the concern 
was burnt, resulting in a total loss. The re. 
maining $1,000 had been drawn out of bank 
by Harris in small amounts and 
squandered. Mrs. Harris had in 
meantime removed to St. Louis 
and was living with her father-in-law, C. R. 
Barns. She wrote to her uncle, Samuel 1. 
Harris ot Cincinnati, totry and collect the 
insurance. Barns was going to Cincinnati 
about this time and Mrs. Harris 
commissioned him to pack up 
her furniture and have it shipped 
to St. Louts, giving him a note to this effect 
This lie construed as though it were a power 
of attorney, and while there entered into a 
contract with Edward F. Harris,whereby the 
trusteeship was transferred to him. He also, 
it is claimed collected of Samuel G. Harris 3500 
of insurance which the latter had ob- 
tained through his personal influence. The 
circumstances of the fre were such that the 
company, it is said, would not pay 
the regular policy. Mrs. Harris went 
last spring to White Hall, Ill. 
From there she wrote on May 28 to Barns ask 
ing him for the insurance money. He re- 
plied that of $600 given to him by Samuel T, 
Harris $100 had been paid on old debts 
of her. husband and $150 had been used 
to cover the expenses of his trip 
to Cincinnati. The remaining $250 
were to be held in his hands as trustee, to be 
invested in real estate or kept until the boy 
Attained its majority. When the widow saw. 
this last straw of hope slip from her grasp 
she consulted her lawyer, who has instituted 


proceedings against Barns for the money. 


Three Culprits Sentenced. 
David Strauss was sentenced to-hard labor 


in the penitentiary for two years this morn- 
ing for killing Bettie Perkins, his mistress. 
It was alight sentence, Strauss is anegro 
and lived with the Perkins woman on North 
Seventh street. Feb. 1 he returned home 
and quarreled with her. She threwa lamp 
at his head, and he hit her with 
a club. She died at the hos- 
pital from the effects of the blow 
nine days later. Strauss was arrested and 
indicted for murderinthe second degree. 
This morning he pleaded guilty to man- 
slaughter in the third degree. 

Ross Lackman was sentenced to six months 
in the Work-house for breaking into Frank 
Field’s residence and stealing $115 and about 
$400 worth of 1 and clothing. He was 
assisted Dy Wm. Crowell at the time, but 
Crowell escaped. Lackman pleaded guilty to 
petit larceny and was given but a two 
months’ sentence. 

Ben Jalensen,a negro, who was charged 
with holding up and robbing Nathaniel Diggs 
of 2206 Biddle street and robbing him of 820. 
was allowed toplead guilty to attempted 
robbery and was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for two years.

Poulman 
was knocked downand arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace. Judge Morris heard the testi- 
moby and dismissed Pohlman, saying at the 
Same time tothe officer that St. Louis was 
not Russia andthata policeman was nota 
Czar, to exile Christians or arrest a person 
though personal spite.

His throws 
were so very bad thatit created a suspicion 
that they were not accidental but inten- 
tional, and there was a story afloat then that 
he had had trouble withthe St. Louls man- 
agement at Cincinnati and was sulk- 
ing.

Last Sunday he went to Atlantic City and 
Monday he returned too drunk to play in the 
zame that afternoon and was fined fifteen 
days’ pay. Mark Baldwin appeared in Phila- 
delphia that day and Lyons and Jack Boyle 
both disappeared and have not deen seen 
since Monday afternoon. Boyle’s conduct 
was a surprise, as so far as is known he had 
ho grievance. He is a splendid catcher and 
will be hard to replace. If these players have 
jumped Mr. Von der Ahe and the other Asso- 
clation managers should hold back no longer, 
but endeavor to strengthen their teams by 
getting League players to jump their con- 
tracts. Hutchinson, the Chicago pitcher, 
should be secured at most any price, 
as his loss would throw Anson’s 
team completely out of the race. 
There are several League players 
Willing to jump their contracts and the As- 
sociation is foolish if it does not sign them. 
Mr. Von der Ahe has the money to strengthen

The second return, Joseph Mackin’s Gen.

A journey to the loft of H. J. Williams, also 
of Providence, from the start in Barbours- 
ville, Va., at6o’clock this morning, would 
probably have beaten this for speed, as in 
good weather the best speed is from greatest 
distance, but the telegram giving the time 
of start did not reach the owner until 3:45 p. 
m., when seven of the eight birds started 
were all found at home, the distance, 472 
miles, having been covered in a speed ex- 
ceeding 1,845 yards per minute. 

The speed is the best, excepting Watrous’ 
made since June, 1889, while the distance is 
fifty miles greater than has been covered in 
any day this year, and the George W. Childs 
prize goes to the East again.

HAYTI AND FRANCE, 


Hippolyte Will Pay No Indemnity for 
the Killing of Rigaud. 


THE PEOPLE OF THE ISLAND PROPOSE TO 
SETTLE THEIR OWN AFFAIRS. 


Mole St. Nicholas Must Not Pass Into 
the Hands of a Foreign Power—Secre- 
tary Bassett’s Story of the Massacre 
at Port-au-Prince—Was He Bribed?— 
The Meeting of the Consuls. 


New YorK, July 8.—A special correspond- 
ent at Port-Au-Prince telegraphs his paper 
thus: 

I have to-day had am interview with Hippolyte’s 
Minister of State, M. A. Firman. He declares that 
the Haytien Government will never allow a foreign 
Governinent to establish a station at Mole a 
Nicholas. He contends that the execution of Rigaud 
was fully justified as Rigaud wasacitisen of Hayti, 
and refusés to allow France any indemnity on this 
score. Affairs have become more tranquil. 

‘The Haytien Government has a frien 7 feeling to- 
wards the United States Government and resents the 

roposed interference by European powers in the 

nternal troubles of Hayti. 

In response to the article printed yesterday 
relative to Minister Douglass and his private 
secretary, Mr. Bassett, the latter says in the 
WORLD of to-day : 

BASSETT’S STATEMENT. 

„As for the statements that I was bribed, they 
are maliciously false. I deny the statements, and 
especially that I received $15,000, or auy amount 
whatever.’’ 

Mr. Bassett related some of the ineidents of the 
massacre. He said: ‘‘None of us suspected that 
there was going to bean uprising that day. May 2s, 
though Gen. Guerrier was seen in town early in the 
morning with a band of about thirty or forty follow- 
ers. It was a religious feast day. The streets were 
crowded with women and children; the churches 
were filled and in many places in the open air altars 
had been egected so that all could worship. re- 
member that on that morning | started for the office, 
thinking that I would have a good chance to be alone 
1 fet a good deal of business off my hands. I 
in the office only a short time, however, for I 
feeling like work. 80 I started for Mr. 
‘ ivery stable, a place where quite a number 
of Americans used to congregate. 

„Just as I yeached the steps of Mr. Crane’s house 
I heard the reports ofa hundred shots.

Later it was learned that the handful of men under 
Gen. Guerrier had made an attack on the prisons and 
released the prisoners while a number of others had 
kept up acontinual firing against the arserfal gates 
to prevent aid from being sent out from there. The

tovernor’s troops were ordered out to quell the up- 

rising. Theshooting that I heard in the morning 
was the firing of the Governor’s troops to subdue and 
— to death the rebels and those who had escaped 
rom prison. 

Now, in reference to the shooting in the after- 
noon. The Government claims that it had positive 
proof that a band of thirty rebels were to station 
themselves at a certain point where President os 
polyte’s ministers and retinue were to pass while 
reviewing the religious parade and shoot them all 
down as they rode by. ccordingly, the Governor 
determined to head off this scheme, and at a certain 
point of the rade his troops 7 — fire on the 
crowd and killed between forty and sixty.’’
